These 
four fell victims to the deadly “after 
damp,” which followed the blast. 
Today as the noon sun beats down 
upon the mine mouth a rescue team 
came from the shattered workings. 
They brought with them a number of 
mine cars upon which lay the bodies 
of the victims.

of men, women and children, many re­ 
lated to the victims, rushed for the
